DOOMED THIS SESSION.

Suggestion Made That the Presi- 
dent Negotiate a Treaty for Sub- 
mission to Congress in December. 


ASHINGTON, June 16.—{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.}] The President's 
message, with all its sincerity 
and eloquence, is not going to save the 
Cuban Reciprocity Bill, according to 
all appearances tonight. Even those 
Senators and Representatives who have 
been standing with the President in 
trying to secure relief for Cuba, have 
practically given up all hope for the 
present bill, and the best they now_ex- 
pect is that, next winter, a reciprocity 
treaty with Cuba will be offered to the 
\Benate and ratified by that body. 

All this comes from the suggestion, 
made last evening, that the entire 
question be referred to the President 
himself, with the suggestion tNat, dur- 
ing the summer, he negotiate a reci- 
procity treaty with Cuba through regu+ 
‘Jar channels and submit that treaty to 
the Senate for ratification at the open- 
ing of the session in December next. 
That suggestion seems to have taken 
well even with some administration 
Senators, and it has the unanimous in- 
dorsement of those Senators who have 
been standing for the beet-sugar side 
of this great question. So, at a caucus 
of Republican Senators Wednesday 
evening, it will be proposed that the 
caucus suggest to the President that 
the best way out of the difficulty will 
be to have the State Department get 
up a treaty with Cuba during the sum- 
mer and submit it to the Senate in the 
réguiar way. If that proposition gets 
a mejority of ,votes in caucus, it will 
be adopted. 

There are a good many Senators w 
have been standing for Cuban reci- 
procity who say this plan is pretty 
gure to carry, and they consequently 
admit that they are ignominousily de- 
feated. The advantages of this plan 
are said to be that it heals a breach 
in the Republican party for the com- 
ing elections, and that it may result 
in giving Cube in the end that sort of 
reciprocity that will help her and ye 
hurt American industries to benefit 
the American sugar trust.. Again, this 
method leaves the whole question en- 
tirely to the treaty-making power, 
which many statesmen claim is the 
only power that rightfully can deal 
with reciprocity matters. 

It gives opportunity for investiga- 
tion into actual! conditions in Cuba to 
determine whether Cubans, Spaniards 
or Americans own the sugar lands, 
and gives full opportunity for finding 
out exactly what sort of relief will 
do the people and the government of 
Cube the most good. 

The beet-sugar Senators, in the mean 
time, are not willing to agree that 
they will ratify any treaty for the ben- 
efit of Cuba next December. They ere 
willing to agree that they will cun- 
sider the treaty next year, but are 
not willing to say that they wili vote 
for its ratification. It must come be- 
fore the Senate purely upon its merits 
and be considered with the same 
chances of success or defeat as any 
other treaty. 


CONFERENCE TODAY. 
MAY BRING ABOUT A CAUCUS.

the purpose of the Republican mem- 
bers of the Committee on Relations 
with Cuba to hold a meeting tomor- 
row for the purpose of conferring upon 
the question of Cuban reciprocity, and 
whether there shall be a caucus of 
Republican Senators will depend on a 
decision of the majority members of 
that committee. If they decide finally 
upon a bill and ask that a caucus be 
called to pass upon it, the call will be 
issued and the caucus probably will be 
held Wednesday. 

There is some feeling against a cau- 
cus on the part of the Republican Sen- 
ators who support the reciprocity plan, 
and on account of this sentiment there 
is a growing possibility that no cau- 
cus will be held. No one doubts that 


the reciprocity advocates would be in 


the majority in the Republican cau- 
cus, but the minority would be suffi- 
ciently numerous to show a serious di- 
vision. It is the wish of*the leaders 
to avoid this exhibition if possible. 
The beet-sugar men held a confer- 
ence last night, and again pledged 
themselVes to stand out solidly against 
the Senate bill. They say that as a 
result of that conference there are no 
fewer than nineteen Republican Sena- 
tors who will announce in the caucus 
that they will vote against the Dill 
for a reduction of the tariff. There are 
some who are not willing to vote for 
the House bill with the Morris amend- 
ment included, but others say they 
will do so ff pressed to that extremity. 
They continue to strongly urge the re- 
bate proposition as a compromise, and 
they claim that their compact is firmer 
than ever before. ' 
Several Senators who have a know!l- 
edge of the condition of business in 
the Senate said today that Congress 
would adjourn by July 1. One ef 
them, who has been an earnest advo- 
cate of reciprocity with Cuba, said: 
“Whether we reach an agreement or 
not, we will urn by the first. If 
time,

The advocates of reciprocity s 
Republican conference W 
determine what can be done. When it 
is known just what the Republican 
members of the committee offer, it is 
expected that it can be definitely de- 
termined how many Republicans can 
be counted for and against it. The 
reciprocity advocates believe that the 
measure to be presented will command 
a majority of the Senate within the 
Republican party, after which there 
will be little or no opposition to its 
adoption. 

The beet-sugar men say that in the 
Republican conference eighteen or 
nineteen Senators will announce, each 
for himself, that he will not vote for 
the reciprocity bill, and will vote for 
any amendments which will help to de- 
feat it. They will vote against taking 
up the bill for consideration, thus fore- 
ing the friends of the measure to rely 
on Democratic votes and make the 
first alliance with the Democrats, at 
which time the beet-sugar men wih 
vote with the Democrats to secure the 
amendments ‘o defeat the bill. They 
say the French reciprocity treaty {s 
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being put in such a shape to be ger- 
mane a8 an amendment to the reci- 
procity bill when brought forward. 

During the day, talk has been re- 
vived about a treaty with the new 
Cuban government. Senator Foraker 
some days ago suggested this to the 
President as a way out of the difi- 
culty. It also was one of the propost- 
tions of the beet-sugar men to the 
Republican members of the Committee 
on Relations with Cuba, and was re- 
jected. 

The beet-sugar men say that fifty- 
two Republicans would support such 
a treaty, and it is said that enough

PALMA OBJECTS TO REBATE. 
THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.1 

WASHINGTON, June 16.—President 
Palma of Cuba has indicated to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt his conviction that the 
rehate proposition relative to Cuban 
sugar would be not only very objec- 
tionable in itself, but would be expen- 
sive and almost impossible to carry out 
in the distribution. 

It is not stated how this proposition 
was communicated to President Roose- 
velt, but {t is assumed that Secretary 
Hay was the medium, having been ac- 
quainted by Sefior Quesada, the Cuban 
Minister, with President Palma’s po- 
sition on this subject. Should it become 
‘apparent that there is no possibility 
of an agreement between the Senate 
and the House upon the pending reci- 
procity proposition, then the President 
probably will endeavor to simplify the 
problem by dropping the House calcu- 
lations and negotiate directly with 
President Palma. It is thought such 
a treaty would require the approval of 
two-thirds of the Senate, but it is be- 
Meved that under the changed condi- 
tions this would not be impossible of 
attainment. 


SENATE AND HOUSE. 
REVIEW OF THE DAY.

WASHINGTON, June 16.—After a 
discussion extending over parts of sev- 
eral days, the Senate today passed 
what is popularly known as the Lon- 
don Doek Charges Bill. The opposi- 
tion to the measure collapsed, and it 
passed without division.

He pointed 
owt that C Rica was constitution- 
ally unable tO grant ¢he necessary con- 
Cession to the United States, and said 
if the Nicaragua route were selected, 
it would be a long time before work 
could be begun, if it ever could begin. 

Just before adjournment, a spirited 
discussion was precipitated over a mo- 
tion by Mr. Proctor of Vermont to 
agree to a conference with the House 
on the Army Appropriation Bill. Sev- 
eral weeks ago the Senate was af- 
fronted by a message from the House 
refusing to submit to conference cer- 
tain Senate amendments to the bill. 
The opposition to Mr. Proctor’s motion 
was so vigoreus that finally he was 
forced to withdraw it for the persent. 

The House today transacted some 
miscellaneous business under suspen- 
sion of the rules. It included the 
adoption of a resolution appropriating 
$25,000 for the preparation of plans for 
a memorial in this city to Abraham 
Lincoln, $100,000 toward the erection 
of a monument to tbe prison-ship 
martyrs who died off Brooklyn as 


result of thme _ cruelties to 
Which they were subjected by the 
British during the Revolutionary 


War, and $10,000 for the erection of a 


‘| monument at Fredericksburg, Va., to 


the memory of Gen. Hugh Mercer, who 
was killed during the Revolutionary 
War. The resolution adopted taday 
was to carry out an authorization made 
for this purpose in 1777 by the Conti- 
nental Congress. 

Two bills were passed to amend the 
general pension laws, on® to provide 
for the restoration to the pension rolls 
of the widows of soldiers who subse- 
quently married and were again 
widowed, and one to increase the pen- 
sion of those who have lost a limb or 
were totally disabled while in the mili- 
ary or’naval service. The latter bill 
also carries an important provision to 
increase the pension of a soldier un- 
der the dependent act of 1890 from $12 
to $30 per month, when such a pen- 
sioner requires frequent or periodical 
attendance. 

The resolution calling on the Secre- 
tary of War for his reasons for dis- 
missal of Rebecca J. Taylor, a clerk in 
the War Department, was laid on the 
table, by 109 to 84. Three Republicans 
voted on this question with the Demo- 
crats. A bill to authorize the Secre- 
tary of War, in his discretion, to favor 
American-built ships in the transpor- 
tation of government supplies to the 
Philippines, was defeated.

Advices received today an- 
nounce that the Venezuelan revolu- 
tionists attacked La Guayra, the port 
of Caracas, Saturday, June 7. The 
government answered by shelling 
Maimquelia, a suburb of La Guayra, 
from the forts ashore and from the 
Venezuela warship Marinda. Only 
peaceful women were killed. 

All the commercial houses at La 
Guayra were closed the day of the 
bombardment, and the inhabitants 
were panic-stricken. 

The revolutionists, who numbered 
about four hundred men, were re- 
pulsed. They destroyed the bridge at 
Boqueron, on the Caracas Railroad, 
and stopped traffic for twelve hours. 
They also cut the French cable and the 
telegraph wires. 

The people of Caracas were thrown

ANXIETY AT WASHINGTON.

TOWN HOT FOR THEM. 


All Save Five of the Negro Families 
of El Dorado, Ill, Have Left Because 
of.Race War. 


‘BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 

CARBONDALE (ill.) June 16.—The 
race war which has been in progress 
at El Dorado, Il., since May 29, when 
a mob attacked the colored Normal 
and Industrial Institute, a school mod- 
eled after the celebrated Tuskogee, 
Ala., school, still continues. The homes 
of colored citizens have been stoned; 
warnings have been sent the occupants 
to leave the vicinity, and shots have 
been fired into their homes late at 
night. Many, through fear, have left, 
sacrificing their homes and in some 
cases their crops. There remain only 
five families, and two of them will 
leave at once. 

Last night a mob visited Rev. Peter 
Green, pastor of the African Methodist 
Episcopal Church, and _ stoned his 

use. Some of the white residents 
profess to fear that the colored labor 
will be used in the mines which are be- 
ing opened up in that vicinity. 

Jefferson D. Alstone, president’ of the 
Normal School, has been chosen as the 
head of the school for life, according 
to the incorporation papers on file at 
Springfield, and against him an intense 
feeling exists.

WASHINGTON, June 16—The In- 


in the case of the Shippers’ Union of 
Phoenix against the Santa Fé and 
other railroads, declined for the pres- 
ent to require the railroads to modify

The shippers complained that freight 
rates between New York, Chicago, St. 
Louis and other eastern points and 
Phoenix are unjust and unreasonable 
in themselves and as compared with 
rates with like traffic between eastern 
points and Los Angeles. 

The commission holds that the evi- 
dence in this case was insufficient.

The Council did well in adopting, 
yesterday, the amendments to the 
water-rate ordinance, suggested by the 
Board of Water Commissioners, pro- 
viding for the use of meters in .cer- 
tain specified cases.

The fact that, of all the cities in the 
United States having a population of 
ever 50,000, only two exceed Los An- 
geles in the per capita consumption 
of water, emphasizes the necessity for 
adopting some means of reducing the 
amount wasted here. This necessity 
is made even more pressing by reason 
of the fact that water is much more 
valuable in Southern California, be- 
cause of the restricted rainfall, than 
in most sections of the country. An 
average daily consumption of 267 ga)- 
lone, which is the present rate in Los 
Angeles—is very much higher than is 
necessary. The general use of meters 
#enid probably reduee this consump- 
vion by from one-third to one-half. 

New connections are being put in 
gt the rate of over 200 per month— 
which is another cogent reason for 
calling a halt in the waste of water. 
If the waste were permitted to go on 
unchecked, we should most certainly, 
within a short time, be face to face 


supply; in other words, a “water 
famine.” The impression would ther 
go out to the world that the availabie 
supply of water in Los Angeles is less 
than the legitimate demand—which 

is by no means true. Superintendent 
Mulholland declares that the supply” 
is ample for a city of 250,000 people 
if the water be not wasted. It is ap- 
parent, even to the conservative ob- 
server, that the time when the city 
of Los Angeles will contain a popula- 
tion of not less than 250,000 is not 
many years in the future. It is ob- 

vious, therefore, that the time to be- 

gin the conservation of water is now

FTER THE WAR IS OVER. 


A somewhat curious condition of 
affairs is reported from South Africa, 
where the long-drawn-out struggle 
between Great Britain and the Boers 
has at length happily come to an end. 
The burghers are reported to be fra- 
ternizing heartily with their late 
foes, the best of good feelings being 
displayed on both sides. Tommy At- 
kins holds up trainloads of surren- 
dered Boers, and treats to coffee and 
tobacco, men who were recently snip- 
ing at him from behind the rocks, 
while, on the other side, the Boers 
give hearty cheers for King Edward 
the Seventh. About the only man 
who appears to be yet sulking ir his 
tent is old Paul Kruger, who is re- 
ported to have sullenly refused the 
courtesy of the British, who offered 
him a safe conduct back to his home, 
and freedom from the necessity of 
Swearing allegiance to Great Britain. 
Uncle Paul is said to have declared 
that he will spend the rest of his 
days in Holland. 

It is not unusual to find worthy 
foemen who wage honorable war, 
and learn to respect each other on the 
field of battle, become the best of 
friends after the difficulty is over. 
.Let us hope that this may be true 
of the British and Boers in South 
Africa, and that now the question as 
to supremacy has been definitely de- 
cided, they may join hands in the de- 
velopment of their rich country. 

Another curious feature of the news 
from South Africa is the statement 
that the only bitterness observable 
among the leading Boers is against 
France and Germany. They declare 
the war was protracted unnecessarily, 
owing to hopes. held out by the 
French and German press. Some of 
the Boers are said to be so incensed 
that they have expressed the hope 
that some day they will fight on the 
side of the British against one of 
these powers. It looks as if the jeal- 
ous nations of continental Europe, 
which hoped to strike a blow at Great 
Brivain over the shoulders of they 
Boers, had over-reached themselves. 
All of which goes to show the truth of 
the old saying, that open enemies 
better than false friends. 


STRIKING CONTRAST. 

The papers have recently abounded 
with statements in regard to remark- 
able developments in the shape of fast 
railroad travel. Trains are now run- 
ning on two lines of road between 
New York and Chicago in twenty 
hours. This will materially reduce 
the time of transit between the At- 
lantic and the Pacific Coast. Indeed, 
it has been suggested that before 
many years it will be possible to 
travel from Los Angeles to New York 
in thrée days. This is quite probable. 
As we recently mentioned, the trip 
from New York to San Francisco was 
covered by a special train, more than 
twenty-five years ago, in three days 
and a half. ‘ 

The United States leads the world 
in rapid travel, a!though this has 
only recently become true, and Great 
Britain is still a good second. The 


average American is always in a 
‘hurry, and wants to 


go from one 
place to another in the shortest pos- 
sible space of time, even though he 
may be on pleasure bent. This Is 
true both of railroad and steamship 
travel, although there are a few wise 
old American globe-trotters, who, 
when they cross the Atlantic, always 
select the slower boats, thus insuring 
a much greater degree of comfort 


than can be obtained on the ocean 


greyhounds, except by steel trust 
Mmagnates, and “sich.” 

While the United States leads the 
world in rapidity of railroad transit, 


there is one important feature of the 
railroads in which we are far—very 
far—behind almost every other coun- 
try of the world. This is the safety 
of travelers, certainly the most im- 
| portant feature to be considered, even 
in a country where everybody wants 
to get there before the other fellow, 
or at least as soon. A recent dispatch 
from London quotes a report issued 
by the Board of Trade in regard to 
railroad accidents,- which contains the 
remerkable statement that not a 
single passenger was killed in 1901. 
Eleven railway employés and persons 
who were not passengers were killed, 
and 161 injured, while 476 passengers 
were injured. This is, indeed, a most 
astonishing record, and reflects the 
greatest credit upon the British rail- 
road companies, which Americans 
have been somewhat inclined to sneer 
at as antiquated and slow. Better 
be a little behind the times than that 
hundreds or even thousands of human 
beings should every year meet’an un- 
timely fate. It cannot, however, 
justly be claimed that this freedom 
from fatal accidents to passengers is 
due to slow traveling, because Great 
Britain has, until within the last few 
years, led the world in rapid travel, 
and, as we have said, is stil! a good 
second. 

A comparison of this record with 
the shocking story of death on the 
rail in the United States, during the 
same year, surely furnishes foed for 
reflection. It should do more. It 
should urge the demand that the gov- 
ernment require of railroad companies 
greater precautions for the protection 
of the lives and limbs of their pas- 
sengers. As we have previously said, 
whatever may be thought in regard to 
the advisability, or otherwise, of gov- 
ernment ownership of railroads, there 
can be no question that it is the duty 
of the government to compel ‘trans- 
portation companies to take every 
precaution to insure the safety of 
their passengers, and to punish them 
severely when they are convicted 
failure to do so. : 


RMED STRIKERS. | 

A dispatch from Bluefields, _W. 
Va., dated yesterday, relates that 
“several parties of 150 to 200 strikers 
are perading the fields armed with 
Winchesters, and a great many shots 
have been exchanged between them 
and the guards at the mines.” The 
same dispatch states that “at the 
Buckeye works this morning, a hun- 
dred strikers, most of them armed, 
prevented the men from going to 
work.” A dispatch from Bramwell, 
Va., of the same date, saysthat “this 
morning about 100 of the strikers, 
heavily armed, left Simaons, where 
there are three collieries, and started 
on a march to Pocahontas.” 

From the above, it appears that the 
latest fashion for strikers—at least 
in the section from which the above 
dispatches were sent—is to arm them- 
selves with Winchesters, and when 
thus armed to go forth in bodies of 
100 or more, to enforce their demands, 

In view of which facts. it would 
seem to be pertinent to inquire 
whether we are living under a gov- 
j ernment of law, made by the people, 
or whether we are about to be placed 
under a government of strikers, by 
strikers, and for strikers. 

It is sometimes claimed by, or tn 
behalf of strikers, that the power of 
civil or military authority is em- 
ployed to “put down the strike.” 
This is not true, Civil or military 
power is employed, in.all cases of this 
kind, not to suppress strikes, but to 
suppress disorder and uphold the law, 
If the employment of troops, or of 
civil peace officers, for this purpose, 
operates against the cause of the 
strikers, it is simply because the liat- 
ter are violators of the law. and as 
such, are at enmity with the public 
peace and the public Interests. 

In the case of the armed strikers 
above mentioned, there is only one 
course for the authorities to pursue, 
if they perform the duty toward the 
public which they are sworn to per- 
form. The armed bands of strikers 
should be disarmed at once, and at 
any cost. Only officers sworn to up- 
hold the law and preserve the public 
peace have a right to carry arms. In 
arming themselves and menacing the 
peace, the strikers place themselves 
in the position of bandits, whom the 
law must disarm and restrain at all 
hazards. They have no more right 
to carry arms, nor to seek, by the 
employment of threats and violence, 
to enforce their demands, than their 
employers would have to arm them- 
selves and sally forth for the pur- 
pose of rounding them up and com- 
pelling them to work or be shot down 
in their tracks. 

Most labor troubles would quickly 


right themselves if the laws were 
strictly enforced, if the rights of all 
concerned were fully protected, if all 
intimidation and violence were stop- 
ped, if every man were permitted to 
exercise, fully and freely, the funda- 
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the Constitution of the United States 
and by the constitutions of the sev- 
eral States. In ninety-nine cases out 
of a hundred, strikers rely for suc- 
cess, not upon the principles of right 
and justice, but upon the inauguration 
of a reign of terror, in which other 
men shall be obliged to act, not ac- 
cording to the dictates of their own 
consciences, or the promptings of 
their own judgment, but to obey the 
will of the strikers, who thus arbi- 
trarily assume a right of censorship 
and domination over the consciences 
and the actions of other men.

POLITICAL | 
OUTLOOK. 


It is Favorable to the 
Republican Party. 
President Has Faith in 
the Future. 


——  — 


His Attitude One of Strict Im- 
partiality Between Labor 
and Capital. 


theorists who never admit that a polit- 
ical theory ever can go wrong, tell us 
that the climax of American business 
prosperity has been reached, “‘because 
these things travel in cycles, and the 
hard times cycle is upon us.” Hence it 


fall, because Democrats and hard times 
pounce upon the country together like 
twin pests, one being the cause and 
the other the effect, and it making no 
difference which one happens to be the 
Cause, the other is certain to be the 
effect. This sort of predicting has been 
heard all winter in Washington. Mem- 
bers of Con have had it in their 
bones, most likely because they did not 
know the new man in the White 
House, and they were a bit afraid of 
him. As the winter has rolled by, it 
is discovered, even from this crabbed 
abe atmosphere that we have in 

ashington, that there is nothing the 
matter, and things are looking up po- 
litically. One needs but to make a 
pilgrimage to the White House, and 
have a chat with President Roosevelt 
to find out that the President knows his 
politics, knows his business world to 
perfection, and knows in what direc- 
tion he is traveling. The President 
has the most perfect faith in the polit- 
ical future. Of course, he is expected 
to have that faith. As the leader of 
his party he would be a failure without 
that faith. But the grounds upon 
which he bases his faith in the con- 
tinued and triumphant victory of the 
Republican party is what must appeal 
to a man looking for political guid- 
ance. 

It is no narrow view of things that 
the President takes. He is known to 
have looked the whole matter over 
carefully. He finds just one little split 
in the Republican party. It does not 
really amount to a split, but to a bit 
of a tussle over the Cuban tariff policy. 
The President holds his own views 
upon that, he will not change them; a 
majority of his party in Congress is 
with him, and the thing is one that 
will be settled when it is legislated 
upon, as all such things are settled 
when they are legislated upon. So the 
party will go into the coming Con- 
gressional campaign with an unbroken 
front. It will have more than that— 
it will have enthusiasm in the ranks. 
The President knows this. He knows 
‘that in the West, as in the East, he 
is popular, personally. He can't help 
knowing that, because the evidences 
are numerous and convincing. In the 
time that he has been in the White 
House he has made no mistakes to mar 
the popular enthusiasm for him, so his 
popularity has constantly increased, 
until it has become one of the most 
valuable assets that the Republican 
party has for coming election fights. 

Hints have been given out from time 
to time that the Wall street “captains 
of industry” would not support Roose- 
velt, because they are afraid of him. 
Nothing could farther from the 
truth. The financial community 
knows exactly what to expect from 
President Roosevelt, and the great 
financial men have complete faith in 
him. They know that it is his policy to 
make them keep within the law with 
their corporations, and they are con- 
tent with that course, for as sound 
business men they are anxious to know, 
what nobody in the United States does 
know today, what are the limitations, 
in law, of the corporations commonly 
called trusts. President Roosevelt is 
going to find out about that, and then 
apply the law by making corporations 
keep within it. This is not a hostile 
movement against trusts. The popu- 
lar impression has been that it is such 
a movement. The fact is that. the 
President dogs not intend it as an act 
of hostility. It is merely a movement 
for the enforcement of the law for the 
protection of the people—capital and 
labor, both of which are seriously men- 
aced by illegal trust forming, with the 
attendant inflation of values to the 
bursting point. 

It is related that a man called upon 
the President the other day and con- 
gratulated him upon being “the friend 
of the laboring man.” The President 
rebuked him, and told him that he did 
not intend to be the especial friend of 
the laboring man any more than he 
intends to be the special friend of the 
capitalist.

Presidential action, and

| has been in invoking the law against 


the beef trust, and against the rail- 
road trust. 

Hence nothing i!s going to happen 
from the White House to make capita! 

The manufacturing of the coun- 
try is pressed to fill the orders that 
continue to pour in upon the mills. The 
cotton crop of the South Is one of the 
biggest crops ever grown in that sec- 
tion.

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BURBANK. A Russian play with an 
American hero by an English author 
is at the Burbank this week with a 
star new and welcome to Los Angeles. 
“By Right. of Sword” is the play. 
Arthur Marchmont, the author of the 
book, and Raiph Stuart, the actor. The 
curious tendency of proper names to 
describe characteristics as common 
ones do.is to be observed in the nature 
of the adaptation by Mrs. Charles 
D’Oremus and Leonidas Westervelt, 
for it is diffuse, original, melodramatic 
and sparkling. 

The play’s chief charm is freshness. 
Then it has spontaneity and a touch- 
and-go hero, doing impossible; romantic 
things with the same flippancy that a 
smart bank cashier uses as he non- 
chantly handles piles of weaith. That 
the comedy is of the inverted, self-de- 

reciatory order, which gives the dash- 
ne character of Richard Harding 
Davis and Anthony Hope so great a 
hold on favor and not new or well 
done does not make it less diverting. 
It is effervescent, audacious and always 
there—and that’s enough when it is 
equaled by the thrilling, “I follow her 
to hell” and ‘Take that, you cur!” 
which explode always just preceding 
the fall of the curtain. e villainy of 
the villain and the heroism of the hero 
are of the sort that prompts boys in the 
gallery to volunteer their services. Then 
there is that most splendid defiance of 
foreign intrigue and that most wor- 
shipful derision of honors from crowned 
heads that is at once the flower and 
glory of our realistic literature. The 
dash with which the untamed Ameri- 
can threads the labyrinth of Russian 
spies, the Sherlock Holmes unconcern 
with which he dodges kisses and bul- 
lets, the manly candor with which he 
protests his love as though it were a 
thing beyond utterance and a jest hy- 
perbole, the majestic Fifth-avenue, 
Tuxedo ease with which he accepts the 
double eagle and the Victoria Cross— 
ah! it is great, unsurpassed, unsuf- 

fter the gilt and gaggery - 
dou this blast from the smoke wreaths 
of the fencing academy comes as an 
ocean breath does to Gotham’s tene- 
ment holes. The story? If you have 
failed to waste three hours over one 
of the titillations of Hope, Weyman, 
Davis or Marchmont your education 
is too sadly In defect to hope for resti- 
tution in the columns of a newspaper. 


Take the headings of the acts: “The 
Insult,” “The Arrest,” “The Abduc- 
tion,” “The Rescue,” and “The Re 
ward.” Could anything be simpler, 


more pellucid, more thrilling or more 
novel? An American—wealthy, hand- 
some, brave and talented, of course, 
and with nothing to do—finds himself 
mistaken in St. Petersburg for a halt- 
ing, dandified Nihilist officer. He algo 
finds a trustful, charming, heart-whole 
sister to the brother. “I have not been 
so much elated since leaving New 
York,”’ he declares, with his hand on 
his shirt front. The brother is under 
suspicion, the sister in need of help. 
With the chivalrous, slang unconcern 
that is so entrancing a characteristic 
of this fiction, which fs the glory and 
the flower, he leaps into the breach, 
slaps the whiskered fiend in the face, 
fights duels numbered only in the 
prompt book and far beyond the ken 
of the audience, bursts into the lonely 
switch house in the fastness of the 
Russian forests, rescues the abducted 
girl, prevents the assassination of the 
Czar, evades the seductive glances of 
the Titian-haired siren, succumbs to 
the doule eagle and clasps to his 
decorated American bosom the sister 
who is to be a bride, while the final 
curtain descends to the “Miserere” from 
“Lohengrin.” The~Tomedy injection is 
in the form of a man servant, first 
known to usin “The Social Highway- 
man,” yet, nevertheless, most pathetic- 
ally delightful in his shrewd, steadfast 
devotion. 

An evening with it all is well spent. 
The damnation in the play is righteous; 
the hell is thoroughly orthodox. He 
who loves; loves, and before you go 
home you not only know that he has 
the girl, but you see the bridal veil. 
When the hero lunges he does it with a 
purpose, but, like Cyrano’s swordsman- 
ship, there is no spleen in it, and the 
gore that is spilled never gets out of 
the entrances. 

Ralph Stuart is an actor. That's 
about all that can be said of any one 
who asks money to see him, unless you 
can say also that he is a man. Stuart 
seems to be both. Indeed, it’s hard to 
tell in this part which is which—it's all 
so natural and convincing. And he 
has a fine company. It’s well up to 
the Burbank standard. Frank Sheri- 
dan has a forceful, commanding pres- 
ence and is discriminating. He is cast 
for the villain, and any gallery god 
will tell you he ought to be shot at 
sunrise. John Daly Murphy is a com- 
edian of quiet, unctuous methoda and 
he wins eternal gratitude from every 
auditor for the way he refuses to settle 
down, raise a family of children and 
become respectable, preferring to fol- 
low the fortunes of him who conquered 
by right of sword. “Ingenue’” is a word 
the French and the actors’ booking 
agencies use to label the sweetest 
actress in the company. Like other 
professional docketings, it’s sometimes 
awry, but in this case it accurately de- 
scribes Elizabeth Stewart, who played 
the sister. Lansing Rowan, known and 
liked here of old, was the seductive 
conspirator who showered her affection 
on the unwilling American. The rest 
would be more noticable were they not 
in such illustrious company. 

The scenery, always a strong point 
at the Burbank, is of the best, and the 
audiences, another strong point, are 
most appreciative as well as being 
goodly sized.

The 
operation she is steadily regaining, and 
there is little in her appearance to in- 
dicate the terrible experience through 
which she has pa . She is bright 
and cheerful, reads and writes, and re- 
ceives with delight the visits of her 
family and a few close* friends. 

But more wonderful than all this, she 
has regained the use of almost all the 
faculties controlled by the spinal cor4, 
and, with assistance, is actually able 
to stand on her feet. 

The real marvel of the Nichols case, 
and the point that aroused the most 
discussion among the surgeons at AlJ- 
bany, is the proof it affords that the 
spinal cord can regenerate itself and 
survive an injury. 

This has always heretofore been de- 
nied. It has been maintained that a 
cut of the spinal tissue acted much the 
same as a piece of glass placed between 
two electric wires, it broke off the con- 
nection. No physician was able to ex- 
plain why spinal tissue couldn't heal, 
just as flesh tissue did. Many theories 
were advanced, but none was accepted 
as final. Still the fact remained that 
spinal material had never been known 
to heal and recover its functions, hence 
physicians gradualiy agreed that such 
an occasion was an impossibility. The 
Nichols case demonstrates the con- 
trary, and opens a new field for investi- 
gation. 

The patience and skill with which 
Miss Nichols has been brought to her 
present condition is almost as remark- 
able as the operation itself. 

For several days after the sewing of 
the cord the patient lay motionless on 
the bed, conscious, but unable to move 
either hand or foot. Below the point 
of the injury the body was practically 
without sensation. A needle driven 
into the calf of the patient's leg caused 
her no pain, and she was unable to 
experience any sensation when hands 
were placed on her. 

Numerous methods of stimulating the 
action of the nerves were attempted. 
Of these the application of electricity 
and massage proved the most bene- 
ficial. 

After possibly a month the patient 
Was just able to tell when she had 
been touched on the body below the 
injured spot. In three months she 
could raise one leg about an inch from 
the bed. Day by day, as she gained 
strength, the control of the spinal cord 
over the lower members increased. In 
three months she lifted both legs, and 
turned over in bed, and in six months 
she was able to maintain a sitting pos- 
ture, and was removed to a rolling 
chatr. 

Since then progress has been steady, 
and, as before mentioned, Miss Nichols 
has advanced so far that, with help, 
she is able to stand erect. 

The possibilities of the discovery are 
far-reaching. Sewing the spinal cord 
having proved successful in the case of 
Miss Nichols, there is no reason to bé- 
lieve that it would be less efficacious 
in the treatment of similar cases. In 
any event, regardless of. the future, 
Dr. Stewart has accomplished some- 
thing that cannot fail to take perma- 
nent place with the great achievements 
in surgery, and deserves all the enco- 
miums he received in Albany. |

EDICAL SCIENCE 
_ OF THE RABBIS. 


PRINCIPLES HAVEN'T GREATLY 
CHANGED, NOR HAS DISEASE. 


Pure Air and Water-cure Faddists— 
Also a Dentist Who Supplied a Gold 
Tooth—Some Maxims and Remedies 
Good Now, Even After Centuries, 


[New York Sun.] There is nothing 
really new under the sun, even in medi- 
cine. The diseases which beset the 
human frame in these days afflicted 
the world 2009 years ago and more, and 
the learned doctors of that period 
treated them on the same general prin- 
ciplys, if not with such full medical 
knowledge. 

The Old Testament is full of com- 
mands of great sanitary value, and 
they were an adaptation of the medi- 
cal knowledge of Egypt elaborated ad 
developed. The law provided for per- 
sonal cleanliness, the isolation of ¢aa‘s 
of infectious disease and health!iul d et. 
| By prohibiting the use of blood as fo-4 
it held that there was a communi- 
cability of disease between cattle and 
men, as physicians even at this date 
are upholding against Dr. Koch of 
Berlin. 

The law forbade the eating of qued- 
rupeds which did not divide the hoof 
and chew the cud, thus bespeaking di- 
| gestive quolities, enjoined the fighting 
of infectious disease by fire, forbade 
the use as food of animals that died 
a natural death, of carrion-eating 
birds, and of fish without scales and 
fins. 

The sanitation and hygiene of the 
Bible is amplified and developed in th 
Taimud, which still gives hygienic iaw 
to the Jews How complete is chis 
conception of hygiene, physiology aud 
medicine in this work of the pre-Ch.i*- 
tian era, has just been'‘described in a 
lecture delivered to the students of ihe 
medical department of the Univers.iy 
of ‘Texas by Rabbi Henry Cohen. 

Here are a few of the Giseases quoted 
by Rabbi Cohen as diagnesed in the 
Taimud 2000 years betore this day 
when physicians are still stiuggling 
with them: Malignant throat trouble 
(probably diphtheria), jaundice, col.c, 
nervous prostration, nydropho>ia, 
gastritis, nosebleed, hemorrhage of the 
lungs, congestion of the brain, diopsy, 
malaria, ophthalmia, convulsions, ton- 
i silitis, cancer, gout, earache, toothathe 
and headache.

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REHISTORIC INDIAN 


DWELLINGS DISCOVERED. 
INTERESTING RELICS UNEARTHED 
NEAR MESA GRANDE. 

Caves Filled With Utensils of an Ex- 


tinct People Found by Present Inhabd- 


itants of the Locality—Rare Collection 
for the Antiquarian, 


(STAFF CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TOES} 
MESA GRANDE, June 13.~—Disclos- 
ure of the hiding Place of some won- 
of prehistoric times has 
ately made by Ind 
of Mesa 
| The Indians claim just to have dis- 
covered them, though they may long 
have known, through tradition, of 
these once inhabited, now forsaken, 


caves along the edge of the desert, be- 


low the San Felipe village, somewhere 
in the region where the San Felipe 
Valley, hastening down through the 
‘mountains, gives up its all to the hot, 
giaring waste. 


There, they say, are the mysterious 
caves which they have come upon dur- 
ing some of their expeditions, where 
musty, unmistakable proofs of habi- 
tation by the ancients are stored away 
in the shape of household utensils, war- 
riors’ implements and ceremonial 
tokens, all wonderfully preserved. 
| Examination of the relics, brought 
by the Indians to Mrs. Mary Watkins, 
government teacher at Mesa Grande, 
whom the natives love and trust—per- 
haps the only person to whom they 
would volunt y show the sacred 
things of old—proves almost conclu- 
sively that the ancient dwellers in the 
desert caves were the same general 
race of Indians that now inhabits parts 
of Southern California. Primitive peo- 
pies build their habitations with the 
most serviceable materials at hand: 
the California Indian who settled 
Where adobe is to be had, built of 
adobe; where adobe is scarce and 
tules plentiful, he built his hut of tule; 
when he had not arrived at the place 
of either, he made his habitation in 
the first natural shelters to be found, 
the caves. 

The most valuable thing in the col- 
lection now in the possession of Mrs. 
Watkins, is a medicine man’s, or 
wizard's, full paraphernalia, wrapped 
safely for centuries in much the same 
sort of a case in which the savage 
wizard of today. carries his instru- 
ments—a long mat of cleverly-fastened 
reeds, rolled up Hike a music roll, and 
still intact, though black with age. 

Inciosed in the ancient doctor's case 
is the big obsidian sacraficial knife, 
with its wooden handle detached by 
time, but with none of the parts miss- 
ing; the potent arrows, the bowls in 
which to brew the sacred intoxicant be- 
fore incantations, totems, and other 
curious things, to be explained in de- 
tail only by close students of such 
subjects. 

‘This rare and wonderfully preserved 
treasure was shown to the members of 
the government Indian Commission by 
Mrs. Watkins, while they were visit- 
ing Mesa Grande, and she was imme- 
diately advised to hold it until it could 
be seen by some scientific collector, 
who would place it where it could be 
studied to best advantage by ethnolo- 
gists. At a conservative estimate, the 
relics should bring over $100. 

Other things of value discovered in 
the caves are different sorts of house- 
hold pottery, from little drinking ves- 
sels of various shapes, to huge ollas 
and earthen granaries; and a fine 
collection of antique baskets, many of 
them in an almost perfect state of 
preservation, though darkened with 
time, and of practically the same 
shapes and patterns as the modern In- 
dian baskets. Baskets have been taken 
from Indian ruins before, but they 
are usually tattered and ragged. 

Mrs. Watkins's little house is a 
veritable museum of choice things In- 
dian, ancient and modern, as the poor 
natives bring to her, In great confi- 
dence, almost every rare thing they 
make or find, believing that she will 
dispose of it for them to their best ad- 
vantage.

SAVED FROM 
FIERY FATE. 


Deuch Family Hemmed 
by Flames. 


Their Rescue Effected 
in Heroic Manner. 


Smith Prevented Loss of 
Four Lives. 


The prompt and heroic action of 
Patrolman D. L. Craig and I. H. 
Smith, president of the Los Angeles 
Union Painters’ Club, saved four per- 
sons from death in a fire on North 
Main street at 1:10 o'clock this mern- 
ing. But for their knowledge of the 
building and their disregard for their 
Own safety, an entire family would 
have been either suffocated or burned 
to death. 

Pas filte was in the clothing and 

store of I. H. Deuch, No. 835 
NOSrth Main street. The cause of it 
is not known. The Deuch family, con- 
sisting of the father, mother and two 
children, aged, respectively, three and 
five, were sleeping in the rear room of 
the store and were separated from the 
room in which the fire started only by 
a thin partition. They were awakened 
by the smoke and heat and found 
their sleeping apartment filled with 
smoke and the flames shooting through 
the door which led to the store. The 
only means of reaching the street 
was through the store, and by the 
time they awoke that room was a 
mass of flames. 

In the rear of the room in which 
they slept is a narrow court walled 
on all sides and having a cement fidor 
on a level with their room. To escape 
the smoke and heat they fied to this 
court, and there, clad only in their 
night clothes, they hugged the tloer to 
prevent being suffocated by the 
dense clouds of smeke which poured 
out of the burning building. 

Their screams attracted the atten- 
tion of persons on Main street, and 
an alarm was turned in\fgom box 35 
at Main and Commercial \streets, Be- 
fore the arrival of the firernen, Patrol- 
man D. L. Craig arrived at the scene, 
He knew the building perfectly, and 
running to the New High-street side 
of it, he entered the club rooms of 
the Los Angeles Painters, at No. 230. 
There he found I. H. Smith. and told 
him that a family was burning’ to 
death in the rear of the place. - With 
Smith to assist him, Craig rushed te 
the windows, which opened on the 
court, nearly ten feet from 
ground. There they saw the terrorized 
family on the cement floor below, but 
could pot reach them. he mother 
tried to pass her babies to the police- 
man, but the distagce wads too great. 
As a last resort, and in spite of the

To rescue the man and wife was 
more difficult, for from .that position 
Craig couldnot iift either of them.

Smith then swung onto a 
clothes line in the court and succeeded 
n reaching the window himself. 

Meantime the firemen were fighting 
the fire from the front of the store. As 
goon as the No. 4 engine company ar- 
rived, Assistant® Chief George O'’Don- 
nel! and Capt. Archie Ealey were told 
that there were four persons in the 
rear of the store, and from the street 
the flames looked flercer there than 
any other place. The heat was so 
great in the store that the glass win- 
dows had been broken by it. O'Don- 
nell and Ealey seized the nozzle of 
a chemical! engine stream, and, play- 
ing the chemical on the fire tn front of 
them, groped their way through the 
almost blistering heat to find | where 
| the family had been sleeping. They 
knew nothing of the interior of the 
store, and once lost their way, but 
did not retreat. Taking another turn, 
they came upon the door leading to 
the sleeping apartment, and _ found 
that the family had escaped ‘to the 
court. Other firemen had followed 
them with a heavy engine stream, and 
they made their way with difficulty to 
the front. 

In less than twenty minutes after 
the fire was discovered it had been ex- 
tinguished, but not until the entire 
stock of goods had been damaged and 
much of it ruined. The loss will 
amount to $1000, with $3000 Insurance. 

Inasmuch as Deuch and his family 
lost most of their clothing, they were 
taken to the Police Station for the 
night, the mother and children ‘being 
placed under the care of Matron Gray.

Furious Attack by “George Washing- ~* 
ton” on Head Keeper Edwards st 


South Pasadena Farm. ; 

Painfully injured by an infuriated 
ostrich, H. J. Edwards, head keeper 
at the South Pasadena Ostrich Farm, 
is confined to his bed, and for many 
weeks will bear the marks of bruises 
and wounds inflicted Sunday afternoon 
by “George Washington,” one of the 
biggest of the big birds.

Edwards neticed Martha's distress, 


and entered the pen with the intention . 


of assisting her out of the difficulty 
by working the orange one way or the 


other with his hand. 


George, who is the oldest and one of 
the finest birds on the farm, thougitt 
Fdwards was paying undue attention 
to the lady bird, and attacked the 
keeper in a wild fury. 

Knocking Edwards to the ground, the 
ostrich, which weighs more than three- 


hundred pounds, jumped or him repeat. ‘ 


edly, kicking with his powerful legs 
and hard feet; tearing the keeper’s 
clothing. lacerating his flesh and brufs- 
ing him from head to foot. 

Armed with sticks and poles, several 
attendants went to the rescue of Bd- 
wards, driving George into another part 
of the pen and carrying the head 
keeper, bruised and bleeding, to a place 
of safety. 

The fight between Edwards and the

Plot of «Grafters” 10 Get Controi 
of County Hospital Drug Business. 
_Witherbee Stopped Rake-offs. 


HB milk in the County Hospital 
cocoanut has oozed out. 

The attack made on Dr. O. O. 
\vitherbee, superintendent of the in- 
stitution, was instigated by a coterie 
of politicians, who, unabie to “use” 
him, are attempting to have him 
ousted. They wish to place a more 
complacent person in charge of affairs 
and to overturn the business methods 
that have been in vogue the past eight 
months. 


The fight was precipitated by the 
framing of a new schedule for the pur-| 


chase of drug supplies, which put a stop, 
to large steals from the county. The: 
grafters have declared that this schedule 
must not go into effect and that Wither- 
bee must be killed off. | 

Eari Rogers, Esq., counsel for Dr. 
Witherbee, proposes, with the assist- 
ance of Judge A. M. Stephens, to lay 
bare the plot, and when the case comes 
before the Board of Supervisors at a 
fpecial meeting Aomorrow, the attor- 
neys intend to set forth facts and fig- 
ures to prove not only that Dr. With- 
erbee’'s administration has been eco- 
nomica] and busineges-like,‘and that he 
has succeeded in saving nearly $300 a 
month to the taxpayers, but that the | 
oe have been treated better and | 
that the standard of the h tal has 
been raised. 

Supervisor E. S. Field has said that 
the investigation of the hospital “scan- 
dal” is to be “wide open,” and that 
anyone will be heard who wishes to 
bring forward charges, or to contrast 
past with present methods.

POLITICIANS SQUEAL. 

Ever since Dr. Witherbee took the 


1 of last year, the politicians have had 


posed to conduct the hospital on busi- 
ness, not lines. 

Dr, Witherbee instituted a system 
of purchasing’ and checking medical 
and other supplies for the hospital 
which insured their purchase on the 
best terms possible, and guaranteed the 
Gelivery of everything paid for by the 
county. 

In this way it 4s claimed that a sav- 
ing of $2485.32 has been effected in the 
eight months just closed, as compared 
with the previous eight months under 
inistration. This is an av- 
erage saving of 6.2 cents per patient per 
Gay. The figures on which this per- 
centage of saving are based is exclu- 
sive of the expenditure of considera- 
bie sums for permanent improvements, 
and the expense of handling a sma!!pox 
Quarantine. Including these expenses, 
which were not included in the previous 
eight months, the saving has been at 
the rate of 5 cents per patient per day, 
or a total of $1711.20 in eight months. 

It was on the purchase of medica! 
supplies that the greatest saving was 
effected. In January, °1991. with an 
average of 150 patients, $559.23 was ex- 
pended for these necessaries. With an 
average of 178 patients in January, 192, 
the cost of medical supplies was $372.84. 
In other words, medical supplies for 150 
patients in January, 1901, cost $136.29 
more than the supplies for 178 patients 
in January, 1902. 

MEDICAL SUPPLY “GRAFTS.” 

Heretofore the medical supply “graft” 
of the county has been especially at- 
tractive to certain persons, and in this 
connection it will be remembered that 
the grand jury, a little more than a 
year ago, conducted an investigation of 
alleged frauds in the furnishing of such 
supplies. At that time Druggist 
ny” Vaughn, member of the firm that 
held a contract, was indicted, 

The same influences that operated to” 
secure this ‘‘graft’’ have now com- 
bined with the politicians; in fact, are 
@ part of the political scheme to oust 
the present management of the hos- 
pital. A new contract for the furnish- 
ing of medical supplies is to be let 
early in July, and with an immediate 
change in the system now in vogue, it 
is the plan to make a loophole through 
which pubiic money may pour into the 
hands of waiting “grafters.”’ 

Simultaneously with the opening of 
the investigation of the hospital man- 
agement by the Board of Supervisors, 
Vaughn came to Los An-

What has caused the politicians a 
great deal of concern is the fact that, 
under the direction of Dr. Witherbee’ 
and with the codperation of Steward 
Hebbard, Pharmacist D. B. Steen has 
just drawn up blank bids for drugs 
to be supplied to the county during 
the next year. Under former admin- 
istrations these bids have been juz- 
gied in such a manner as to afford 
an opportnity for the practice of pe- 
cullar business methods, by which the 
county paid. excessive prices. Th'‘s 
Juggling could be done only with the 
connivance of those on the inside of 
the hospital management. 

One method was to include only a 
partial list of the needed supplies in 
the competitive bids. Other supplies 
were to be purchased on the ‘non-con- 
tract” system; purchases usuaily being 
made from the holders of the con- 
tracts. Under this system many arti- 
clea were billed to the eounty at a 
high rate. sometimes far above their 
market value. Ample opportunity was 
afforded also for the substitution of 
inferior articles, and for the practice 
of other abuses.

TERMS MORE BINDING. 

This year’s contract is more specific, 
requiring the furnishing af goods of 
well-known standards, haming the 
manufacturers, and requiring thetr de. 
livery in original packages, unless the 


quantity ordered is less than contained | 


in the smallest original. package. 

As an example of the evils practiced 
under the present system, the drug 
store at the hospital contains many 
packages labele@ with the names of 
various and medicines, but with 
actually thing to show, unless an- 
alyzed, that the contents are what 
they are purported to be. Quinine is 
delivered in paper bags, with the name 
written in pencil on the bag. Other 
articles, many of them proprietary, are 
delivered in small. boxes, minus the 
name of the manufacturer, and with 
nothing to indicate their contents. 

NON-CONTRACT STEALS. 

Showing the ‘graft’ in the “non-con- 
tract” system, which is possible under 
the former methods, an investigation 
of the hospital records furnishes some 

ood examples. Without a contract in 

-ovember, 1899, powdered pepsin was 
paid for at the rate of $8 and $9 per 
pound, Under a contract. it now is fur- 
nished at $3 per pound. In many cases 
non-contract goods were billed at six 
to eight times the price of = simi 
goods furnished on contract. 

A “joker” discovered yesterday is 
the great variation of prices on cer- 
tain articles. Pills known as “‘little 
devils” were iiied at 6 cents per 
thousand under the 1900 contract, and 
at 75 cents per thousand in 1901. Emu!l- 
sion of cod liver oj], that cost the 
county 5 eents per nd under the 
1900 contract, was cénts per pound 
in 1901. Hicks thermometers in 1900 
were $1 per dozen, and at present are 
$% per dozen. Three-inch adhesive 
rolis that sold at $1.20 per dozen un- 
der the 1900 contract, now are $7.68 per 


dozen. 

The drafting of the new contract 
schedule is but one of the measures 
adopted by Dr. Witherbee in his man- 
agement of the hospital, but it strikes 
a sore spot, and is a big factor in the 
fight that is waged against him.

LOS ANGELES, June 15.—[To the 
Editor of The Times:] Nearly all 


‘civilized peoples outrage the laws of 


nature in various ways, and of course 
shorten their lives thereby. One of the 
most conspicuous instances is the wear- 
ing of non-conductors on the feet, 
thereby cutting off the ground circuit. 
We are nothing but a walking dynamo, 
run purely on electrical principles, as 
plainly as water turns an over-shot 
wheel. At every full inhalation of air 
into the lungs a quantity of positive 
electrized blood is forced into one 
ventricle of the heart. The other side 
of the heart is charged with biocod in a 
negative condition, which has an ex- 
cess of carnbon. Only a thin membrane 
separates them, and a shock takes 
place. The highly-eiectrized biood con- 
tracts the side of the heart into which 
it enters and forces the biood past the 
valve into the other side. The excess 
of electricity should be allowed to pass 
off by the ground circuit, but does not. 
Thus an undue accumulation of elec- 
tricity takes place in the body. Either 
the feet should be allowed to go bare 
or copper sandals used. [Golden slip- 
pers are good enough for us.—Ed.) 
The floors should be covered with cop- 
per sheeting.

_ Great necessity for conserving the 
Water supply of the city became evi- 
gent months ago. The Water Commis- 
sion faced a serious problem. Owing 
to the extravagant use of water the de- 
mand threatened to exceed the supply 
this summer. Work on the large in- 
filtration gallery that is being dug at 
Buena Vista-street pumping sta- 
tion was rushed hight and day, and 
every effort was made to avert a water 
scarcity. 

Superintendcnt Mulholland declared 
there is but one remedy for existing 
conditions, and that is the general use 
of meters. It was shown that the per 
capita daily consumption of water in 
Los Angeles is exceeded by but two 
cities in the United States. The com- 
mission @rly realized the soundness of 
Superintendent Mutlhol argument 
in favor of meters, but“was not certain 
how to proceed to make an equitable 
application of the meters.

In addressing the Council] on . the 
question yesterday, President Silver 
gave many cogent reasons for the rec- 


ommendations of the commission. In 
part he said: 
“The Water Commissioners have 


deemed it advisable to appoint a spe- 
cial committee, consisting of Maj. H. 
T. Lee, Superintendent Mulholland and 
myself, to appear before you and ex- 
plain the object of the amendments 
which we submit and the necessity for 
their adoption. The Water Commis- 
sion is aiming at and hoping for three 
things. First, an equitable system of 
water rates; second, to reduce the 
water rates as soon as it appears that 
the revenue will more than meet the 
running expenses of the plant and pay 
the interest and sinking fund on the 
bonds; third, and by no means the 
least, to secure the economical use 
of water. 

“Profiting by the experience of east- 
ern cities under municipal ownership. 
we have concluded that the only way 
to secure the economical use of wa- 
ter is by ogee J meters. The min!- 
mum meter rate has been reduced by 
the board to induce the more genera) 
use of meters. 

“A few facts and figures will be 
more eloquent than anything I can 

y. Less meters are in use in Los 
Angeles than in any other city in the 
United States, with two- exceptions. 
Other cities have introduced the meters 
and prevented such extraordinary 
waste as is evidenced here. Of forty- 
five cities of over 50.000 population. 
only Allegheny, Pa.. and Buffalo, N. Y.. 
exceed the local per capita consump- 
tion. The first city has a daily per 
capita consumption of 277 gallons. Buf- 
falo has a consumption of 312 gallons. 
and Los Angeles a consumption of 27 
gallons. The first-named cities have 
an unlimited supply of water. Local 
conditions are summarized in the re- 
port of the superintendent, which 
shows that the available supply in 
July will be about 23,500,000 gallons. 
while the probable greatest consump- 
tton, based on the highest consumption 
last year and the increase {tn popula- 
tion since, will be 26,760,000, or a short- 
age of 3,260,900 gallons.

He told of 
one residence in the city where the 
flat rate was §8 A meter surrepti- 
tiously applied showed the use of $44 
worth of water. The meter was kept 
on and the cost of water was reduced 
to $9 without any apparent injury to 
the unds, 

“Tae. impression has gone abroad, 
declared Mulholland, “that the city is 
short of water. That is not true. The 
supply is ample for a city of 250,000 peo- 
ple if the water is propefly conserved. 
If used the per capita con- 
sumption éan be greatly lowered with- 
out destroying any of the beauty for 
which the city is noted. a. 

Walker opposed the decrease in the 
minimum meter rate as proposed by 
the amendments.

At the request of President Silver 
the Council established the ‘“‘Water- 
works Emergency Fund.” Not more 
than $3000 shall be placed in the fund 
at any one time, .and/ no demand 
against it shall be for more than $29. 
The fund was established to enable 
the Water Commission to pay day la- 
borers weekly, as it was found impor- 
sible to get men to work for a few 
days if they had to wait until the 
end of the menth for their pay. 


BIG BOND ISSUE. 

FINAL ORDINANCE PASSED. 
Yesterday the Council passed the 
final ordinance which will afford the 
voters—if the State Supreme Court is 
willing—an opportunity to pass on five 
separate bond issues, aggregating $2,- 
180,000. The ordinance contemplates 
the largest increase ever made in the 


bonded debt. 

September 17 has been chosen as the 
day on which the election will be heid. 
The bonds will bear 3% per cent. in- 
terest. 

At the morning session it appeared 
that the representative of Rollins & 
Sons, a Boston bond-buying house, who 
has been in the city for a few days, 
had prevailed on the City Fathers to 
make the fate 4 per cent. Several 
members appeared disposed to incor- 
porate the 4-per-cent. rate in the or- 
dinance. The conservative element, led 
by President Powers, secured a po:t- 
ponement until afternoon, when the 
3% per cent. rate was chosen. 

City Attorney. Mathews eaid he be- 
lieves the city can sel! its bonds for 
a small premium if they bear 3% per 
cent. interest. He thought the city 
would be discounting its own credit to 
make the rate higher. The tendency 
of interest rates is downward, he de- 
clared, and with the probability that 
the constitutional amendment exempt- 
Ing municipal securities from taxation 
will be voted at the next election a 
better market will exist for bonds. He 
said that one bond house had set out 
to keep the rate at 4 per cent. and 
had tried to block the gale of the last 
issue of bonds. He declarefi that there

DEATH IN A TROLLEY. 
DAMAGE SUIT TRIED. 


The legal sequel to one of the most 
dramatic trolley accidents that ever 
took place in Los Angelés is on before 
Judge Trask and a jury. 

Paul Bresee and Ada Bresee, his 
wife, are plaintiffs against the Trac- 
tion Company and Edward Majoriman, 
a motorman, in a suit for $20,000 dam- 
ages. | 

The accident upon which the action is 
based took place about 10 o'clock on 
the evening of August 8, 1900, 

Paul Bresee’s father was driving a 
carriage in which were Mrs. Ada 
Bresee, Mrs. Mary J. Willard and two 
other ladies. The car was skating 
along at a rapid rate. when an at- 
tempt was made by Mr. Bresee to get 
across the track. . 

Suddenly the neighbors were sed 
by a loud yell of horror and dismay 
from the motorman; the carriage w 
in the middle of the track only a féw 
feet away and he realized that he 
could not stop. 

The horse ambled on across the track 
unconcernedly, when the smash came 
and cut him loose from the carriage 
as cleanly as though he had unhar- 
nessed. 

The top of the buggy struck the mo- 
torman’sa finger, against the brake han- 
die and broke the bone. The pain from 
the frightful inpact was so great that 
he instinctively took his hand from the 
brake and the car plowed on, roll- 
ing the carriage over and over and 
over. The motorman managed to 
bring the car to a standstill and in 
spite of his pain he helped to pick up 
the pleces. 

Two of the ladies had not been hurt 
at all. Mrs. Bresee was torn and 
bruised and lacerated. Mrs, Wil'ard lay 
at the side of the track seemingly 
stunned, There were no marks of 
blood about her. When they went to 
pick her up it was found that she h-d 
been instantly killed. 


FRAUD ALLEGED. 
PARTNERS AT WAR. 

E. G. Pause has filed a suit in th: 
Superior Court in which he accuses his 
partner, E. T.. Alderman, of cheating 
him. . 

Pause alleges that he and Alderman 
formed a real estate and brokerage 
partnership in December, 1901. It was 
understood, he says, that they were 
to share losses and profits. All busi- 
ners which either partner should ob- 
tain, was to be considered to belong 
to the partnership. 

He alleges that in violation of this 
agreement, Alderman concealed from 
the plaintiff certain business he was 
transacting for the purpose of defraud- 
ing plaintiff of his share of the profits: 
that he took in his name agreements 
from various persons to pay him com- 
missions personally. 

Pause claims that Alderman gave 
him false statements of the condition 
of the firm's business. He alleges 
that Alderman secured in h's own 
name a certain promissory note, pay- 
able to the firm. The note was for 
$600. PlaintifY fears that unless _re- 
strained by the court, Alderman will 
collect the money evidenced by the 
note. 

As Alderman has notified plaintiff 
that their firm, the “Union Real Estate 
and Investment Company,” has been 
dissolved, plaintiff asks for an account- 
ing and for a restraining order to pre- 
vent Alderman collecting the money 
represented by the notes.

Nut-cracking, 


Nut-cracking is one of the many odd 
occupations pursued by industrious 
people in every large city. The tough 
old hickory nut furnishes one of the 
mast flourishing branches of this pe- 
cullar trade, as the confectioners use 
so’ much of the product that the busi- 
ness in it is kept thriving all the year 
around. The capitalists In the bus!- 
ness are the men who travel about 
the country locating hickory trees and 
buying the crop. There is a keen 
rivalry among them, and the farmer 
with a good crop of nuts can get a 
fair price by the bushel, if he only 
knows how to drive a bargain. The — 


nuts are delivered in bags to the nut- 
crackers, who are paid 8 cents a 
pound for the meat. A bushel of nuts 
yields about five pounds of meat, and 
an industrious worker, who does not 
observe the elght- hour law, is said to 
be able to make about $3. 50 a week, 

“The most difficult part of the busi- 
ness,” said one of the capitalists, “is 
to find persons who will crack the 
nuts properly. As an experiment I sent 
a quantity of nuts to various city mis- 
sions, which always have a lot. of 
idle persons hanging around. The 
scheme was a failure, for the meat 
came back full of shells, and utterly 
unfit for use. The persons who did 
the work were not getting any direct 
pay, for it, and they took care to do 
it in so slovenly a manner that they 
would never have any more such work 
set before them. The best workers I 
have are poor widows, who have a 
house full of children to help them.” 
—{Cincinnati Enquirer.

The architects participating the 
competition were Lester 8. Moore, Den- 
nis & Farwell, associated with Ferdi- 
nand Davis; Preston & Seehorn, Burn- 
ham & Bliesner, and C. E. Wolfe.

\ AND ENDED LIFE. 


VETERAN'S PATHETIC SUICIDE AT 


SOLDIERS’ HOME. 


Erwin E. Robinson Shot Himself Be- 
cause He Waz Suffering from Cancer 
and Could not Remain at His Home 
in Los Angeles. 


SOLDIERS’ HOME, June 16.—Erwin 
E. Robinson, a member of Home Co, 
H, committed suicide by shooting, this 
evening. He was suffering from can- 
cer of the nose, and it is supposed that 
it was on account of this malady that 
he determined to die. 

Robinson had just paid a visit to his 
wife in Les Angeles—his farewell 
visit—and appears to have had his 
mind made up to kill himself when he 
separated from her. Returning to the 
home, via Sawtelle station, late in the 
afternoon, he met veteran Joseph Har- 
rison of Co. D, just inside the Home 
grounds, near the avenue. Accosting 
Harrison, he said: 
“] gave my wife $309 when I parted 
from her in Los Angeles, and toid her 
that she would probably never see me 
again. I cannot live with her with 
this disease, and am now going to end 
my misery.” 
With this he drew a revolver from 
his pocket and chot himself in the 
right temple, the bullet passing 
through his brain, and coming out at 
the left temple. Death was almost in- 
stantareous. 

Robinson was 69 yerrs old. He was 
sergeant of Co. L, Ninth New York 
Cavalry, during the Civil War, and 
was afterward transferred to the 
Signal Corps of the navy, from which 
he was honorably discharged. He was 
admitted to the home Apri! 13, 1897. 
The address of the widow in Los An- 
geles is not known.
